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The State De ment on April 2lst released a list of Americans imprisoned or under 
house arrest in Communist China. 13 Protestant missionaries are in the former cate- 
gory and 10 in the second. 20 Roman Catholic missionaries are listed as being impris- 
oned and 8 as under house arrest. The total number is 62, of whom 42 are imprisoned 
and 20 under house arrest.

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CHURCH NEWS — 


A reliable message has reached us recently from a prominent Chinese Christian 
leader who says; Ask our friends abroad never to attempt to explain us or defend us. 
He who is defended is doomed. 


Tucked away in an obscure place on the back page of the April 12th issued of Tien 
Feng is the announcement that the National Committee for Christian Religious Education 
has come to an end. The item states that the NCCRE had been in the past an agency of 
American imperialism and cultural aggression which had exerted a strong poisonous in- 
fluence on church, schools, youth and children. After the liberation there was of course 
no need for such an agency, therefore Dr. C. 8. Miao had requested permission to close 
the NCCRE, This had already been officially granted and activities terminated. 


The same issue of Tien Feng reports that the long postponed meeting of the Mid - China 
Conference of the Methodist Church had finally been held in the Central Church of Nanking 
on March 25th. There were more than 60 delegates present, representing church workers 
and la representatives, The meeting was held for 7 days, the first 3 days being devoted 
to a “learning-practice’’ meeting, during which time every delegate enthusiastically part- 
icipated in discussion and self-criticism. Very little is said about the business conducted 
in the latter 4 days of this meeting, but there are several interesting notes. Bishop Z. T. 
Kaung “‘was unable to be present because he had gone to the north on business. However, 
the head of the Nanking Religi Affairs Bureau, Wang Ta~-nien, addressed the meeting 
twice regarding the government's religious policy. He said that if the church would only 
cleanse itself of imperialistic thought and take its stand firmly with the people, the govern- 
ment would protect the church in accordance with the Common Platform. Shen Pang-yen 
was elected as District Superintendent and Chairman of the Executive Committee. "The 
report closed with the statement that all the delegates conducted themselves as self- 
respecting individuals and procedures were in accordance with democratic methods, 
discarding the old habits. 


We have received from several sources the reports of a union service conducted in 
Chinese and English in the Church of St. John the Evangelist at Blackheath, England, on 
March 23rd. The service was conducted by Rev. Douglas Sargent, a CMS missionary 
formerly in China. Special appeal was made for prayer for the Chinese. At the service 
a number of Chinese were present. The sermon took the form of putting some of the 
latest news from China into the actual setting of the Communion service, relating the 
news to the service and the service to the news. In this way it was possible, for instance, 
to face frankly some of the less happy aspects of the situation in China without doing so 
in any censorious spirit. These were linked with the General Confession and the assur- 
ance of Divine forgiveness, care being taken to show some of the ways in which, with in- 
— less excuse, we Christians in this country betray our Lord and as surely need 

orgiveness. 


Tien Feng for March 15th carries 3 confessions of N Christian leaders from 
the _loerning practice — held Jan. 12th to Feb. 14th. 192 individuals were in 
attendance; 119 pastors, evangelists, and theological professors and 31 workers. The 
confessions were by Chu P’ei-en, General Secretary, Nanking YMCA; Wang Yang, a 
Lutheran pastor; and Chu Yen-tsung. Chu was an employee of the Nanking Church Coun- 
cil, where he was introduced by Luther Shao and worked under Rev. Hubert Sone. He 
speaks very fully of the many favors he received from Mr. Sone and of his kindness. 
After Pastor Yang Shao-ch’engs accusation of Sone as —— t he de at h of more than 
3000 Chinese soldiers surrendered to the Japanese and the Nanking Theological Seminary 
exhibit that revealed Sone had been a hombardier and had utilized theological students 
for map making, he had awakened and realized he had sold his soul for the small favors 
given him. The most startling statement he makes is that Luther Shao, as a member of 
the Nanking People s Consultative Conference, was one of the judges that passed death 
sentence on many special agents who had been executed. 


The April 5th edition of Tien Feng carries a New China News Agency report from 
Korea stating that Rev. P. H. Wang, a member of the government's investigating com- 
mittee on germ warfare, charged that the U. 8. government had been guilty of dropping 
disease-bearing insects of various kinds in Korea, and that he had personally witnessed 
the dropping of germs in bombs from American planes. He calls on all Christians with 
a conscience to stop such cruel and evil acts a 2 the devils responsible, lest the 
sinful acts of the American government be exp and the crimes committed in Korea 
be done in other parts of the world. 


Rev. Robbins Strong is now serving in the Paris YMCA. He has sent us the following 
item on The Church in China” which appeared in a Russian church paper fblished in 
Paris which credits it to the Church Times: ( 
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J The Christian world has become accustomed in recent times to sad news from China. 
The communist regime there has found it politically desirable to drive out the majority of 
Christian missions on the grounds that their members proved to be propagators of Western 
culture. Now for a change there is more joyful news. Not long ago the Chinese Commu - 
nist Government permitted one Christian confession to spread its activity throughout 
China, Last year the Russian Orthodox Church strengthened the activity of its spiritual 
mission in China as well as in Manchuria. During many years this activity in China was 
conducted primarily among Russian refugees in certain centers such as Harbin and 
Shanghai. Now there are newly founded bishoprics and an archbishopric. At present the 
archbishopric of Manchuria has 60 parishes, 200 priests and about 100,000 parishioners. 
It also has two monasteries and a theological educational institution. In the rest of China 
there are now 150 Orthodox parishes and about 200,000 parishioners. Political motives 
have played their part in support of this Church which is so closely connected to Russia, 
but nevertheless the final fruits of this Christian propagation may be for the glory of 
God. (The number of church members given is far larger than any previous claims) 


Charges nst Dr. Wesley May (Mei Kuo-chen) and Shih Ch'eng-chih, Super inten- 
ent of Bethel Hospital, Shanghai, (a relative of Dr. Lucy Stone) were mentioned in the 
April 2nd edition. We now learn that these resulted from 157 letters of accusation, 
some presumably from hospital employees, in the drive against waste and corruption, 
which charged that they had taken hospital funds, stolen valuable medicines, secretly 
sold the hospital car, and had moved away hospital equipment. It is charged that in their 
homes the authorities found medicines and equipment, a moving picture camera and pro- 
jector, and gold and U.S. currency valued at more than JMP $200,000,000! 


GENERAL NEWS 


One out of every ten Roman Catholic missionaries left in Red China is in a Commu- 
nist jail, according to a report released in Hongkong by the Catholic Welfare Center on 
April 19th, Of the 1,435 Catholic missionaries still in China, 145 are in prison, in- 
cluding 17 Bishops, 107 priests, 17 sisters and 4 brothers representing 25 religious 
congregations and 14 nationalities. The report said: Only a few of the 145 have re- 
ceived trials or prison. They have simply been removed by the police from their resi- 
— and thrown into jail. Of many, no news has been received since their arrest. 
me have now been held for more than a year. In addition, 2 Chinese bishops and an 
estimated 220 Chinese priests also have been jailed. The report stated that in late 1950 
there were 3,000,000 Catholics and 700,000 Protestants in China. Since Jan. 19, 1951, 
1,763 Catholic missionaries had been expelled or forced out of China.“ 


A Hongkong dispatch to the N.Y. Times on April 23rd reports that move than 200,000 
peasants and soldiers have begun work on a flood control project for the Yangtze River. 
A 355 square mile detention bas in is to be built just about Tungting Lake. Russian 
experts are assisting in the project. 240,000 people will be moved out of this area. 


A very interesting description of what is happening in China has come from a friend 
who came out very recently: The screws are tightening and not only Americans but 
also Chinese are in the grip of an increasingly relentless and ruthless police state, in 
which personal rights and justice, as we understand it, have virtually disappeared. . . 
The Anti-Graft, Waste and Bureaucracy Movement, which sounded at first like a laud- 
able attempt to clean up government and business, has become a terror to the rank and 
file of most Chinese. Everyone is assumed guilty and compelled to confess for their 
own misdeeds, whether or not committed, and accuse others, whether or not guilty . 5 0 
The pro 2 inst America is unbelievably terrific., It was about the limit fore, 
but the fas 2 months have been full of U. 8. (always “U.S. never U.N.) bacterial warfare 
in Korea and Manchuria. Every newspaper is full of it, radio loudspeakers blare it all 
day. Posters in all public places. All groups have to discuss it and protest, especially 
doctors, bacteriologists, nurses, scientific bodies, etc. etc. Reports of a so-called in- 
vestigation commission headed by Li Te-Ch uan, Director of the Red Cross Society of 
China and Minister of Health, (originally a Boxer Christian orphan and later Feng Yu- 
hsiang's wife) claim all kinds of proof that American planes are dropping plague and 
other germs over Korea and the Manchurian mainland. The last 10 days before we left 
the paper carried reports that the Americans had atom bombs in Korea and were about 
to use them. No Chinese can afford to appear friendly to any American in public. . The 
most trivial pretext is seized upon or manufactured to accuse such a person, There is 
no such thing as trial before impartial juries. No lawyers to plead, no witnesses permit- 
ted on behalf of the accused. The police arrest, frame the charges, find accusers and 
tell them what to say or read. A mass trial is called with representatives of every fami- 
ly or group forced to attend. The accused kneels in silence and listens to the accusations.
